New York, January 23.—Small amounts 
of gold arrived from Europe today to be 
used in connection with the new govern- 
ment bond loan and further heavy receipts 
are Hkely “soons” Bullion dealers are ‘still 
giving % to% a cent for the metal and

A rumor which was generally credited 
was current today that certain members 
of the old Morgan bond syndicate had re- 
formed on different lines. 
that the new combination will bid for a 
block of from $20,600,000 to $40,000,000 of the 
bonds at a stated figure and that each in- 
dividual member will also put im a sepa- 
rate bid at figures to be determined upon 
by themselves. This would furnish bids 
for $80,000,000 alone. If by ‘chance the new 
combination should obtain the bonds each 
subscriber will be apportioned the amount 
he signs for. Should the individual hid- 
ders get the full amount of their supdscrip- 
tion, ‘or a part thereof, the bonds will be 
divided pro rata. Nothing official could 
be obtained on the matter. 

Leading bank officials say they are 
satisfied that the bond call will nut be a 
success as a popular loan, but at the 
same time the whole issue will be sub- 
scribed for. They estimate that the bids 
from the public will not exceed $20,090,000. 
Doubt is expressed whether the Deu‘sche 
bank will be a bidder at all. 

Another banker states that the great 
bulk of the bids for the issue will not be 
made before February 4th. At the time 
of the previous bond issue bids even by 
those who had guaranteed the sale of the 
bonds were not sent to Washinston until 
one hour before the time ror opening such 
bids.

RUSSIA AND TURKEY UNITE. 


FRANCE MAY BE A MEMBER OF 
THE NEW ENTENTE. 


—_—+-~— 


Unkiar-Skelessi Agreement, Which 
Dates Back to 1833, Said To Be 
in Force Once More. 


London, January 23.—A dispatch from 
Constantinople to The Pall Mall Gazette 
says: 

“An offensive and defensive alliance has 
been concluded between Russia and Tur- 
key. The basis of the treaty is on the 
lines of the Unkiar-Skelessi agreement. 
The treaty has been signed here, and its 
ratification has been exchanged at St. Pe- 
tersburg between Aarej Pasha and the 
czar 


“M. Cambon, Frenchambassador to Tur- 
key, had an audience with the sultan on 
January lst which lasted two hours. This 
tends to show that France is in all proba- 
bility a member of the new alliance.” 

The Gazette’s correspondent is believed 
to be inside of the British embassy. The 
Unkiar-Skelessi agreement dates back to 
1833, and amounts to a reduction of Turkey 
to the position of a vassal state. 

The treaty bound the Russ‘an and Tur- 
kish governments to mutually assist one 
another, to resist foreign aggression and 
to help each other incase of international 
dangers. As Turkey was at the time of the 
conclusion of the agreement in a state of 
utter collapse, Russ'a waived the matter of 
assistance promised by Turkey and received 
instead permission in the event of Russia’s 
being at war to close the Dardanelles to 
warships of all nations. The western pow- 
ers refused to recogn'ze the treaty, which 
was soon tacitly abandoned. 

The Pall Mall Gazette guarantees the re- 
liability of the sources of information of its 
representative at Constantinople. 

Dispatches received here show that the 
alliance is declared in official quarters in 
Paris, Berlin and Vienna as extremely 
ridiculous. Nevertheless it is widely ad- 
mitted that the recent exchange of com- 
munications Between Russia and Turkey 
justifies the expectation of some agree- 
ment between the two powers: 

A dispaacsh from Paris to The Standard 
Says that inquiries made in that city fail- 
ed to prove knawledge in official circles 
of the existence of such an alliance, but 
brought forth a denial that it was pos- 
sible for a treaty to be concluded on the 
lines of the Unkiar-Skelessi agreement, as

DEMOCRATS ALL OVER THE STATE TALK 


And Unite in Declaring for One Big 
f Convention and Then a Fight 
for Harmony. 


Washington, January 23.—(Special.)—An 
overwhelming majority of Georgia's repre- 
sentatives in congress are in favor of the 
proposition that the democrats of Georgia 
hold but one convention this year. 

Your correspondent interviewed the mem- 
bers on the subject and the expression 
of opinion in favor of one convention is 
almost unanimous, the only exceptions 
being Senator Gordon and Congressmen 
Turner and Lawson. 

Those who favor but one convention are 
Congressmen Lester, of the first; Crisp, of 
the third; Moses, of the fourth; Livings- 
ton, of the fifth; Bartlett, of the sixth; 
Maddox, of the seventh; Tate, of the ninth; 
and Black, of the tenth. Congressman Rus- 
sell, of the second, could not be seen. 

Senator Bacon is enthusiastically in 
favor of but one convention and says he 
does not see any possible justification for 
calling the democrats together in two con- 
ventions this year, when the work which is 
ta-be done by the party can be disposed of

What Senator Bacon Says. 

To your correspondent, Senator Bacon 
said: “There is no quest’on in my mind but 
that it is to the best interests of the party 
that we have but one convention. We have 
too much strife now and we should do 
everything in our power to allay it to unite 
the party so that we may present a solid 
front in the fall elections. No possible 
good can be accomplished by two conven- 
tions. There is practically no contest over 
the governorship, for the nomination wili 
of course be tendered to Governor Ate 
kinson. Then why on earth should the 
democrats of Georgia be called together 
for two conventions, which will be pre- 
ceded by two campaigns, when they can 
do everything, just as the Alabama demo- 
crats are going to do, in one convention. 
I am gl to see that the proposition is 
iar, op Bi hearty support, and I am 
sure that the executive committee will 
do nothing more than represent the judg- 
ment of the democratic masses Of Georgia 
if it calls’ but one convention. What is 
the use of inviting trouble and dissensions 
when we really can assist in avoiding it. 
By all means, let us have but ome~con- 
vention.’’ 

What the Congressmen Say. 

Like Senator Bacon, Congfessman Lester 
thinks there is no use in having two con- 
ventions, and he is enthusiastically in favor 
of uniting the party and allowing it to set- 
tle its differences with as little friction as 
possible. “Of course,” said he, ‘‘the fewer 
the conventions and the fewer the cam- 
paigns, the less cause there is for dis- 


turbance. Crisp Outspoken. 

Ex-Speaker Crisp, congressnian from the 
third district, in an interview on the sub- 
ject, says: 

“Of course I would not seek to interfere 
with the work of the state executive com- 
mittee, but it seems to me that the in- 
terest and the welfare of the party de- 
mand but one convention. I have careful- 
ly considered the matter after its discus- 
sion by the Georgia newspapers and I do 
not see one single argument in favor of 
two conventions. On the other hand there 
are numerous reasons why there should 
be but one convention, chief among which 
is the necessity for doing éverything in 
our power to bring about democratic har- 
mony. It is the duty of democrats now to 
minimize by the use of every means in 
the'r power the causes for dissension in 
the ranks of the party. If we have but one 
convention the party can dispose of every- 
thing to be done, finish its work some time 
during the month of June and then adjourn 
not to be called together again until the 
next campaign, two years hence.

SOME MATTERS’ OF STATE: 


The Work of the Pardons Committee. 
Other Matters of Interest. 

The joint committee on pardons return- 
ed Wednesday from a visit to the peniten- 
tiary camps at Cole City and Rising Fawn, 
The committee was in session during the 
afternoon in the office of the clerk of the 
house, and in the evening adjourned to 
meet again at the call of Chairman Whit- 
ley. The probability is that the commit- 
tee will meet again early in February. 

“We are progressing as rapidly as could 
be expected, but every step we have tak- 
en has demonstrated that there is import- 
ant work ahead for us,” said Senator Whit- 
ley last evening. “As you know, we went 
to Cole City and Rising Fawn without 
giving any intimation of-.our purposes be- 
fore hand, and we believe that the results 
of our visit will prove valuable, At the 
special request of the governor, we make 
a careful examination of the conditions at 
the camps as well as of the prisoners. The 
camps are in good condition, and so far 
as we could tell, the laws governing the 
control and treatment of the convicts are 


being carried out properly. 

“The individual convicts? Yes, we looked 
into each man’s case. That is, the mem- 
bers of the committee saw each man, and 
heard from him the story of his case and 
had Tiim give his reasons why he should be 
pardoned, if he had any. All that way? 
Well, of course there are a good many 
persons in the Georgia penitentiary who 
would like to get out of it, but we found 
several who said they didn’t care, and one 
or two declared that they had rather stay 
in than come out, These declared that they 
had never done so well outside the peni- 
tentiary as they have done in it. 

“It is our purpose between now and 
our next meeting,’ continued the chair- 
man of the committee, ‘‘to get together all 
the evidence we can concerning certain of 
the cases we investigated and which seem 
to us to especially merit further investi- 
gation. We examined between 550 and 600 
convicts at the two camps. Of course, 
very many of these will not be considered, 
but those which we think should be investi- 
gated we will take up at once. We will 
put ourselves in communication with the 
officers of the courts, where they were 
tried, and will secure all the documentary 
light upon their cases that we can. On 
February 10th we will hear arguments 
for pardon applications.” 

The members of the committee—Senators 
Whitley and Bush; Representatives Jen- 
kins, Humphreys and Davidson—left for 
their homes last night. Clerk Hardin is 
at work compiling the evidence they have 
secured and preparing it for future use, 


“You may be sure that Judge Bower is 
going to resign, and I presume his resig- 
nation will be in the hands of the gov- 
ernor in a few days. He has no other idea 
than to make an open, hard fight for con- 
gress, and with all due respect to his op- 
ponents, I believe he will win.” 

The speaker was a well-known second 
district lawyer. 

“Judge Bower,” he continued, “has been 
one of the strongest judges on the superior 
court bench of Georgia, and he is a man 
highly respected by and popular with the 
people. He will make a vigorous cam- 
paign, arid I believe a winning one. I 
think the people are a littie surprised. that 
he has not already resigned, but he will 
doubtless do that in good time Judge 
Grigg’s action in resigning when he de- 
cided to enter the race is generally ap- 
plauded by the people of the district, 
though they expected nothing else.” 


Judge Butt has hig weather eye on that 
fourth district prize. He is a strong man 
and a popular fellow.

WASHINGTON GOSSIP 


senator Wolcott’s Speech Has Had a 
Surprising Effect. 


MANY SENATORS INDORSE IT 


War Talk Is Subsiding, Says Barrett. 
How. the Pension List 
Has Grown. 


Washington, January 23.—(Special.)—That 
speech against the Davis Monroe doctrine 
resolution delivered yesterday by Senator 
Wolcott is the sensation of the hour. 

It was delivered with fine effect and was 
a remarkable utterance. It was like the 
Colorado senator. He never speaks unless 
he has something important to say. What 
he said yesterday is today the subject of 
discussion all over two continents. 

Mr. Wolcott is one of the few senators 
who know the people of all this continent, 
as well as of Europe. He has just return- 
ed from’ a long stay in Europe, much of 
which time he spent in England. As be- 
tween the English and the Venezuelans, 
Senator Wolcott made boid to say that he 
was in favor of the English and hoped 
the latter would get possession of the gold 
mines of Venezuela and develop them. 

He declared that the position our gov- 
ernment has taken is untenable, but as- 
serted that there would be no war, as 
Great Britain would yield the whole con- 
troversy rather than face the horrors of 
such a war over such a question. 

Senator Wolcott’s speech _has, In a 
large measure, turned the tide in the sen- 
ate against the adoption of the Davis 
resolutions. Many hold that ft commits 
the United States to the establishment of 
a protectorate over all the South Ameri- 
can countries. 

The resolution was at first popular be- 
cause it was leveled at England, but from 
& practical standpoint it is held that it 
would be a grave mistake for congress to 
make our government the arbiteY of the 
grievances of the South American repub- 
lics or the redressor of their wrongs. Such 
a committal on our part would involve 
us in endless difficulties and would be 
productive of no great good to the United 
States from any point of view. 

The nrore conservative senators hold that 
the Monroe doctrine as it stands today, 
without such repetition of its meaning as 
is contained in the Davis resolution, is well 
enough. 

Senator Gorman Opposes It. 

Senator Gorman, of Maryland, the dem- 
ocratic leader of the senate, is one of those 
who oppose it, 

“The resolution is a very radical proposi- 
tion,’ said he, “and one which present 
conditions @o not seem to justify. From 
Mr. Monroe's time to the present congress 
has declined to make a specific declaration 
in regard to the Monroe doctrine, and there 
is no necessity for making such a declara- 
tion at this time. All that is necessary 
and wise is to deal with any of these 
questions involved in the Monroe doctrine 
as they arise.” 

The views of Senator Gorman weil define 
the position of the majority of democratic 
senators, as well as many republicans. 

The resolution is undoubtedly doomed to 


defeat. 
‘ War Talk Subsiding. 

The talk of war with England over the 
Venezuelan controversy is practically at an 
end. Secretary Olney has repeatedly stat- 
ed within the last two days that affairs 
have so shaped themselves that fhere is no 
longer doubt but that the differences with 
England over the boundary dispute will be 
amicably adjusted, 

If our navy is to have opportunity to 
demonstrate its fighting qualities in the 
near future it will be afforded by Spain 
over the recognition of the Cuban belliger- 
ents, 

Pensioners Increase, 

Though it kas teen over thirty years 
since the war ended the pension rolls 
continue to grow. Instead of dying the 
pensioners seem to increase each year. 

The bill just passed by the house car- 
ries the largest annual appropriation. but 
one ever made by the government. The 
exception was in 18938, when $157,348,862 was 
appropriated for pensions. That was dur- 
ing the republican administration of the 
office. The next year it fell to $139,882,000, 
since which it has been gradually increas- 
ing again. The amount appropriated for 
this year ig $141,381,570, an increase of a 
million and! a quarter over last year. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
note the growth of the pension Hst since 
the speech of General Garfield, who stated 
that it would be impossible for pensions 
from the late war ever to exceed $35,- 
000,000.

Mrs. Martha Johnson, 
a friend of the family, visited the Mc- 
Gregers today, and was asked to take 
dinner with them. As the meal progressed, 
the coffee cups were emptied, all at the 
table except Minnie Swanger becoming 
ill, and soon they began vomiting.

Seeing that the others were violently ill 
she ran for a doctor. The only person who 
claims to have seen Minnie drinking any of 
the coffee is Mrs. McGregor, but she says 
she only took a little out of a saucer. Mrs. 
McGregor is seventy-nine years old.

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The Piedmont Park Purchase Will Be 
Brought Up for Report. 


WANT LIMITATION REMOVED 


Chairman Dimmock Has an Idea and 
Says That a Permanent Exposi- 
tion Should Be Maintained. 


The final disposition of the exposition 
grounds is a question in which every citi- 
zen of Atlanta is greatly interested. 

What will be come of the property, and 
the fate of the buildings are questions that 
are discussed in the hotels and offices, and 
everybody wants to know if the city will 
establish a permanent park or if the prop- 
erty will be sold to a syndicate. 

Until an option was scured for the city 
through the Cotton States and International 
Exposition Company but little was thought 
about the usages to which the property 
would be put. Even then it did not occur 
to many that the city could possibly enter- 
tain a proposition to purchase the park, as 
a law prohibiting any council from making 
a contract that would bind a succeeding 
council, was in existerce, 

At the last session of the legislature, a 
special bill wes. passed authorizing the 
city to purchase the property for park pur- 
poses under the terms of the option and 
giving the present council the right to con- 
tract a debt which would be binding upon 
the next two succeeding councils. When 
this act was passed by both houses, the 
last legal obstacle was removed, and it 
was then made possibile for the first time the 
to have the city buy the grounds and estab- 
lish a permanent public park. This op- 
tion now in existence was made by the 
Piedmont Park Company, the owners of the 
grounds. The auditcrium and transporta- 
tion building belong to the company and 
will be included in the sale of the property. 

The city council is ncw greatly inter- 
ested in the option, which is in its power to 
accept. But there are obstacles which 
seem to be in the way of the establishment 
of a public park by the city. In the first 
place, the option expressly states that the 
property is to be used for park purposes, 
which means that if the city were to buy 
the propery, consisting of nearly two hun- 
dred acres, it would be necessary for the 
city to convert the entire property into a 
park, which must be maintained. The en- 
tire property is, in the opinion of those who 
have expressed themselves upon the ques- 
tion, too large for a park, and the cost of 
maintaining a 200-acre park would be too 
great for the city and out of the question. 
If the terms of the option can be modified, 
allowing the city to convert over one hun- 
dred acres into a park and giving it the 
privilege of selling the remainder for resi- 
dences, then it would be almost certain 
that the property would be purchased. 


The Committee from Council 


The committee recently appointed from 
the general council is now looking into 
the advisability of the purchase, and will 
soon make a report back to council, and 
with the report will go some recommenda- 
tiors. 

Mr. W. R. Dimmock, who is chairman of 
the special committee, has been studying 
the situation, and he has made a careful 
survey of the grounds, looking into first 
one thing and then another with the view 
of presenting the matter in an intelligent 
manner to the council. Hig committee has 
held but one meeting, which was just after 
it was appointed. At that time no work 
had been done, and the committeemen were 
not familiar with the situation. When the 
meeung was held the room was crewded 
with citizens of the city, and the sense of 
the meeting was that the city should pur- 
chase the grounds, if possible, as it would 
be a safe and valuable investment. 

This committee will probably hold another 
meeting in a few days, and then the report 
will be made and the recommendation will 
be filed. 

The Views of Mr. Dimmock. 

Chairman Dimmock was seen yesterday 
afternoon, and when asked about the work 
of his committee said that progress had 
been made but no decision had been reach- 
ed. Several members of the committee had 
been sick and others had been out of the 
city, so that it had been impossible to hold 
a second meeting. This would be done as 
s00n as it was convenient for all of the 
members to be present. 

“IT am anxious that the city improve the 
the opportunity that has been placed at 
its doors, for, in my opinion, it will be a 
splendid trade for us to consummate. In the 
first place the property is very valuable, 
and if a provision could be made so that 
the city could use one hundred acres for a 
park and the balance could be sold, it would 
be the opportunity that we have so long 
looked for and hoped fer. 

“T have several ideas, some of which I 
can’t say anything about at present. I 
believe, however, that the property is worth 
a great deal and the price offered to the 
city is low enough. I also believe that 
if the option could be changed so as to 
give the city the right to sell a portion of 
the ground - for residences, we could 
sell the other remaining acres not used for 
a park for enough money to pay for the 
whole property. In this manner the cost 
of the park would be trifling. I heartily 
favor the purchase of the property with 
this modification and believe that the pur- 
chase would be made if this change could 
be secured.” 

A Permanent Exposition. 

Continuing, Mr. Dimmock Said: 

“Atlanta has long needed a place where 
she could establish a permanent exposi- 
tion where all of the resources of the state 
could be seen at a glance. When immi- 
grants seeking investments come to At- 
lanta they could take a car and go out 
to the park and in a building could see 
everything that is to be seen in the state 
and which would otherwise cost them sev- 
eral dollars to see and several days would 
be consumed in making a trip over the 
state, and then not one-half as good an 
idea could be obtained as a visit to the 
park would offord. 

“There is another thing I have been 
thinking about and that is that we have 
needed an auditorium long enough. At- 
lanta is today the greatest convention 
city in the country, yet we have po hall 
nor any place where conventions can well 


was erected as a cost of $26,000, could be 
bought at almost wreckage prices, I imag- 
ine, and what a splendid hall it would make 
for conventions. The building is close to 
the main entrance and would be just the 
thing for the city to convert into a large 
auditorium which would seat several thou- 
sand people. :

The Property Is Valuable. 

“T have heard it said by some that the 
option made the city was simply a plan for 
the company to unload some of its prop- 
erty on the city. This is truly absurd, as 
the property could be sold for more than 
the option the city now holds. 

“The Cotton States and International 
Exposition Company has no interest in the 
world in the sale of the property or its pur- 
chase by the city, as it cannot possibly 
be effected either way. The grounds are 
owned by the Piedmont Exposition Com- 
pany, and it was only through the courtesy 
of the new company that the option was 
secured. The city and county have done a 
great deal of work on the grounds, which 
would of course be a direct benefit to the 
city in case the park was bought.” 

Property owners on the north side are 
in favor of the park idea, as they do not 
want the grounds sold for manufacturing 
purposes. A prominent Peachtree street 
gentleman said yesterday, in speaking of 
the plan: 

“It would be suicidal for a manufactur- 
ing town to be started at the park. While 
I have no idea such could possibly be the 
case, still we want the matter decided so 
that we will know beyond a doubt that 
we will have no reasons to regret the sale 
of the grounds. I favor the vity buying the 
property and every one else does with 
whom I have talked on the subfect.”’ 

The Committee Will Report. 

The special committee, of which Mr. 
Dimmock is chairman, will soon have a 
meeting and will make a report to the 
general council.

DEATH OF MR. N. C. ADAMSON. 


He Was for Sixty Years a Prominent 
Citizen of Clayton County. 
Jonesboro, Ga., January 23.—(Special.)— 
Mr. Nathaniel Coats Adamson, one of the 
oldest and most honored citizens of this 
section of the state, died today at his home 
east of here. He was in his eichty-sixth 
year and had been in failing health fer 
some weeks. His illness assumed a 
dangerous turn a week ago and death has 
been almost daily expected. He Gied in 
the old homestead in which he iiad lived 
for fifty-six years. For over twenty years 
he has been retired from active life, living 
quietly at his home which he loved. He 
was born tn Washington, Ga., in i810. His 
father was a native of Maryland, but came 
to Georgia in his young manhood and 
married Miss Martha Lamar.

[DRAUGHT OF DEATH 


Decatur Street Liquor Was the Cause 
of Tunison’s Death. 


CALLAHAN STILL SURVIVES 


Both Men Were Held Up and the 
Whisky Poured Down—A Re- 
* markable Case. | 


The body of Alfred Tunison, the man 
who killed himself with an overdose of De- 
catur street whisky, will be sent to Greens- 
boro, Ga., for interment this morning. The 
dead man formerly lived at that place and 
has relatives there now. 

Jim Callahan, who was with Tunison and 
came so near dying by the same route, is 
still at the Grady hospital, suffering from 
the effects of one of the deadest drunks on 
record. He and Tunison were picked up 
and sent to prison paralyzed by corn liquor, 
both being nearer dead than alive when 
found. 

Both had engaged in a whisky drinking 
race, starting out to decide who could 
drink the most pop-skull liquor. A young 
man named J. J. Francis, who himself was 
several sheets in the wind, agreed to fur- 
nish the whisky for Tunison and Callahan 
and the pair lined up before a bar. A bottle 
of uncertain size but very certain poison- 
ous contents was set before them and to 
the amusement of Francis and others the 
two men began to imbibe the spirits. 

The liquor soon affected the drinkers and 
within half an hour both were becoming 
limp and weak from overdrink, despite the 
fact that they were accustomed drinkers. 
After a time it was necessary to hold the 
men to prevent them from falling to the 
floor, and when in this condition Francis 
hired a hack and had the men piled out in 
a hotel on the same street. Officer Martin 
found the drunk men in the place and sent 
them to police headquarters unconscious. 

The men appeared to be nearly dead 
when they were laid out in the prison hall- 
way and Dr. Harris was sent for. Before 
he could reach the prison Tunison died and 
Callahan had almost passed in his checks. 
Restoratives were quickly applied to him 
and by dint of hard work at the prigzon by 
Dr. Harris and at the Grady hospital by the 
staff doctors, Callahan was brought a-ound 
during the night. Yesterday he was on the 
road to improvement, but was still a very 
sick man. He was thoroughly saturated 
with whisky and presented an awful sight 


in prison. 
An Inquest Held. 

Yesterday morning Coroner Paden sum- 
moned a jury and held an inquest over the 
body of Tunison at Patterson’s undertak- 
ing parlors on Loyd street. The jury made 
a thorough investigation of the case end 
reached a verdict that Tunison came to his 
death from alcoholism, attaching no blame 
to any one. The evidence was in accord- 
ance with the facts printe@® in yesterday’s 
Constitution. Francis was a witness at tue 
inquest and he admitted buying liquor for 
the two unfortunates. 

Tunison was formerly an exemplary man. 
Sometime ago he met with misfortune and 
took to drink, gradually destroying himself 
and losing the respect of his former 
friends. Lately he has been addicted to the 
drink habit and threw himself away entire- 
ly. He formerly stood well in the city and 
in Greensboro, where he lived. 

Tunison has relatives in and near Greens- 
boro who stand well and who are among 
the substantial people of that section. His 
relatives were notified of his death 
yesterday morning by wire and during the 
day Undertaker Patterson received a tele- 
gram requesting that the body be sent to 
Greensboro for interment. It was prepar- 
ed and will leave via the Georgia railroad 
this morning. 

The case is one of the most remarkable 
on record in the city. The police have rev- 
er before cared for two men who deliberate- 
ly drank against time until they almost 
dropped dead together. It was at first 
thought that the men had been poisoned, 
but upon investigation the officers conclud- 
ed that it was a plain case of too much De- 
catur street liquor, which is ordinarily cal- 
culated to kill on sight. 


WITH THE WEATHER MAN.

Meeting of the Board of Education 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


COL. THOMSON IN THE CHAIR 


Work on the High School Building 
Will Commence Immediately. 
An) Important Resolution, 


The board of education held its first 
session for the year in the office of Super- 
intendent W. F. Slaton yesterday after- 
noon. 

Colonel W. 8S. Thomson, the newly elect- 
ed president, took the chair and presided 
Over the nreeting. Mr. Burgess Smith, 
who succeeds Superintendent Slaton as 
the secretary of the board, formally enter- 
ed upon the discharge of his duties. 

At the last meeting of the board in 
December, Colonel Thomson was elected 
president for the year ending December, 
1896, Mr. Burgess Smith was elected sec- 
retary for the same length of time. Un- 
like the superintendent, whom he succeeds, 
Mr. Smith is a member of the board. 

Among those present at the meeting yes- 
terday afternoon were Messrs. Thomson, 
Mayson, Beatie, Hendrix, Kontz, Bray, 
Glenn, Smith, Connally, Lowry, Calhoun, 
English and King. 

Superintendent Slaton and Assistant 
Superintendent Bass were also present. 

The meeting was a most important one, 
and lasted for nearly two hours. 


Superintendent Slaton’s Report. 

Superintendent Slaton reported 9,654 pu- 
pils in actual attendance on the various 
public schools of the city. This numrber 
was slightly below the figure during the 
exposition. In the superintendent’s opin- 
lon the exposition had operated as a 
stimulus upon both the teachers and pu- 
pils. Ihe educational exhibits had furnish- 
ed food for thought and had given the 
teachers an opportunity to make compar- 
isons between the various methods of 
teaching as represented at the exposition. 

The superintendent reported that all the 
schools were in good condition, though 
some of the grades were crowded. 

Mr. Mayson, chairman of the committee 
on finance, reported expenditures for the 
month amounting to $14,206.89. Receipts 
from non-resident pupils, $374.75. 

New Teachers Elected. 

Captain W. M Bray, the chairman of the 
committee on teachers, submitted a report 
recommending the election of India M. 
Henry, formerly teacher in the seventh 
grade Mitchell street school, to the princi- 
palship of Roach street school. ‘Ella E. 
Davis whs recommended for seventh grade 
teacher in Mitchell street school. 

Captain Bray also reported that Miss 
Annie Clarke, the assistant principal of 
Fraser street school, had been granted a 
leave of absence and that Miss Jennie 
Helmer had sent in her resignation as 
third grade teacher in the same school. 
The following changes had been made in 
Fraser street school during the month: 
Assistant principal, Miss Ruby Steinheim- 
er; seventn grade, Miss Rose Liebman; 
sixth grade, Miss Belle Simpson; fifth 
grade, Miss Louise Smith, and third grade, 
Miss Ada Stamps. Miss Nora Smith was 
recommended as teacher of the third grade, 
State street school. 

During the illness of Mrs. 'C. M. Mitch- 
ell, assistant principal of Edgewood 
avenue school, Miss Minnie Tripod had 
been piaced in that position temporarily. 

Captain Bray recommended the employ- 
nrent of an assistant teacher for the first 
grade Fair street school. that. grade hav- 
ing 127 pupils The recommendation was 
favorably considered and authority grant- 
ed to secure the services of a teacher. 


Boys’ High School. 

Captain J. C. Hendrix, the chairman of 
the committee on buildings and grounds, 
reported that $38,000 for the completion of 
tue new high school building had been 
passed upon by the aldermanic board and 
that work on the new building would 
commence immediately. The building 
woulda be erected with all due haste and 
would doubtless be ready for the boys 
by tne Ist of September. 

The members of the board were very 
much pleased with the report of Chairman 
Hendrix. Authority was given him to 
employ the services of a superintendent 
of construction to see that the terms of 
the contract were carried out.
